Difimflar as the 
refpective evils of thefe different fufferers may be thought, we 
may find, on examination, a very {triking tefemblance between 
them, both in the fervices they perform, “and the hardthips they 
endure. It is the bufinefs of an author, if he underitands his 
profeflion, to fwéep away thofe black and Biter particles: which 
form a lodgment on the brain, and to give that degree of clean- 
linefs and comfort to the pericranium of fils reader, which the 
bruth of the chimney-fwéeper fecnres to the houfe of his em- 
ployer. The rewards which ‘are ufually piven’ to thefe fellow- 
labourets in the fervice’ of mankind, are equally deltitute of 
Proportion to. the benefit which? thé worbtl 

toil. 
itfelf may be confidered ,as fweet, when compared to thofe 

troubles. and mortifications wich furrouid the ‘unfortunate 

creature, who derives his ppor and precarious fupport from 

the labours of his pen. Much credit is,due,to the humane ef- 

fayifts of France and England, for endeavouring to alleviate the 

burthens which prefs fo heavily on thefe two afflied claffes of 
mankind: yet I flatter myfelf with the idea of furpafling both 

the French and Englith philanthropift, by directing my lucu- 

brations to-.an order of beings, whom I think fill more enti- 

tled tothe regard and protection of an enterprifing philofpher : 

I mean the fifterhood of Old Maids; a fifterhood which has, 

perhaps, as many unmerited hardlhips to fupport as the two 

fuffering fraternities above mentioned, and without the footh- 

ing confolation, which thofe fraternities poflefs in eommon, 

from the idea, that however ill rewarded they may be,. they 

perform a very ufeful and neceflary part in the motley fcenes 

of human life. ‘ ee : 

“ Indevore myfelf, with. a new afpesies of Quixotifm, to 
the fervice of Ancient Virginitys' It is my intention, in the 
following -work, to redrefs all the wrongs of the autumnal 
maiden, and to place her, if poffible, in a ftate of honour, 
‘content, and comfort.—I fhail begin with a few remarks on 
the extreme cruelty and injuftice of the farcaftic contempt fo 
frequently lavifhed on Old Maids in general, and of the ten- 
dency which fuch treatment has to afflict, exafpérate, and de- 
bafe the charafter. I fhall proceed to point out the particular 
faitings to which the fituation is peculiarly expofed ; and af- 
terwards dwell on the better qualities which it is calculated to 
promote. I fhall then take a general furvey of the various 
neglect and honour, which appears to have been the Jot of Old 
Maids in different ages of the world ; and, examining the pre- 
fent condition of the fifterhood, I fhall conclude with topics of 
confolation and advice. a ; 

Having thus explained the plan of my Effay, let me’ profefs 
to the Ancient Virgins, whofe champion L.declare myfelf, that 
I fhall zealoufly endeavour to. afford them beth amufement and 
inftruétion. ; : 5

From grave to gay, from lively to fevere $ 

and, if my powers prove equal to my wifhes, I flatter myfelf 
that my benevolent production wil] grow fuch a favourite with 
them, as to be diftinguifhed, in due time, by the more flat- 
tering appellation of The Old Maiden’s Manual. 

| As the efficacy of advice is generally proportioned to the e- 
{teem entertained for its author, let me be fuffered, without an 
imputation of vanity, to touch on my own difinterefted conduc 
in writing this Eflay. Were I to employ the fame time and 
trouble in behalf of other fuffering focieties, namely, thar of 
our difgraced commanders or difcarded ftatefmen, I might 
(paradoxical as the affertion may appear ¥ certainly might ac- 
quire either place or penfion by fuch labour; fince it feems to 
be a maxim of ftate to replace fuch public fervants as are pecu- 
liarly loaded with public deteitation ; and the deeper a dif- 
banded politician may fink in ‘infamy, the higher he will be 
found to rife in his chances of regaining power. But, in the 
prefent cafe, I can have nofuch profpeé to-ftimulaté my pen ; 
for, though the perfons for whom I write cannot be faid to 
poffefs the favour of the public, yet I folemnly proteft, I have 
no expectation that any one of them will be admitted into the 
cabinet of any potentate or prime minifter*in all the kingdoms 
of Europe, or obtain any influencé:in the United States of A- 
merica.

tion. I was at firft afraid, thatthe name of An Efay on Old 
Maids might entrap fome indelicate readers by its ¢ fimiliarity 
to the title of a-work, which threy ove whole nation intoa fer- 
ment, when a private indecoram was made ani inftrnment of 
public iniquity.
